In the summer of 1997, 
Dennis Hernandez- 
Galeano's life changed for- 

He and some friends were 
on their way from Port 
Colborne to Niagara Falls, 
with a designated driver, 
while enjoying their time 
off as students at Lakeshore 
Catholic High School 
(LCHS)... getting ready to 
start their final year of class- 

While driving down 
Netherby Road, Hernandez- 
Galeano was sitting in the 
middle of the backseat 
between two friends, when 
the car went off the road 
because of heavy fog and 
signage that wasn't visible 
to his friend operating the 
vehicle. 

His head hit the ceiling of 
the vehicle and the pressure 
crushed his fifth vertebrae, 
leaving him paralyzed. 

This was 14 years ago and 
he was only 19-years-old. 

Since then, he has lived 
his life to the fullest...

regardless of his injury. 

"Sometimes life does 
throw you a curve ball and 
you have to make what you 
can out of it," he said. 

Surrounded by his friends 
and family, he said that sup¬ 
port system was what has 
made adapting to this dras¬ 
tic change in his life so 
much easier. 

"That made a big differ¬ 
ence in my recovery, the 
first step in this journey I've 
taken," said Hernandez- 
Galeano when meeting with 
the Times at his fully acces¬ 


sible home this week. 

For the last eight years, he 
has been involved with the 
Town of Fort Erie's accessi¬ 
bility advisory committee. 
Recently, he took on the 
role of chair to the commit¬ 
tee. 

In this position, the 33- 
year-old has met many indi¬ 
viduals who faced a similar 
reality to the one he's dealt 
with for the last 14 years, 
but he has also become 
more aware of the many 
cards people and their fam¬ 
ilies can be dealt. 

"I've learned a lot about 
other types of disabilities 
and if anything, it's been a 
benefit for myself," he said. 

In his role with the acces¬ 
sibility committee, he is 
getting ready for the 25th 
anniversary of the Rick 
Hansen Man in Motion 
Tour. 

Hansen toured 34 coun¬ 
tries across the globe on a 
26-month long expedition 
and is someone who has 
been living with a spinal 
cord injury since a very 
young age. 

At the time of Hemandez- 
Galeano's accident, he 


admits that Hansen was not 
someone he knew a lot 
about. 

While he was at the 
Hamilton General Hospital, 
a physiotherapist wrote to 
Hansen and told him about 
Dennis' story. 

A few weeks later, an 
autographed copy of 
Hansen's autobiography 
arrived for him, with a nice 
message of hope. It told 
Dennis to keep living his 
life in a positive and strong 
fashion. 

That's exactly what he has 
done and he has used it as 
inspiration ever since. 

"That made a big differ¬ 
ence for me," he said. 

Before the accident in 
1997, Dermis could be seen 
around LCHS putting his 
love of soccer and football 
to use, playing on both 
teams at die high school. 

For the last eight years, he 
has coached youth soccer 
in Fort Erie and says it's 
about more than just teach¬ 
ing the fundamentals of the 
sport... it's about helping 
his players become out¬ 
standing citizens who will 
want to give back to their 


own community after tak¬ 
ing home some of the mes¬ 
sages he instills in his team. 

But he never lost his inter¬ 
est in sports. And he never 
lost the confidence that has 
kept him active in the games 

"Just because I'm not able 
to play, that doesn't mean I 
can't be involved," said 


Hernandez-Galeano.

At the same time, Fort Erie has 
lost many well- paying jobs in 
companies such as Fleet, Ronal, 
Patheon Inc. and others. In 
addition to this, the EDTC has 
attracted some business pro¬ 
posals which have actually cost 
the people of Fort Erie money. 
One such example is the 
Niagara River Golf Course. The 
EDTC endorsed this develop¬ 
ment which was to be built on 


Provincially Significant 
Wetlands. An OMB appeal was 
fought and the town lost Not 
only did we not gain any jobs, 
but we also lost tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars defending this 
ill-feted plan. It is not surprising 
that some would like the EDTC 
to remain a confidential organi¬ 
zation. However, if the EDTC is 
conducting business in an hon¬ 
est and ethical manner, they 
have nothing to fear from pub¬ 
lic scrutiny. 

There is no doubt that an 
economic development corpo¬ 
ration is needed, however, not 
one that is shrouded in secrecy. 
As one of your readers stated in 
a recent letter to the editor, we 
are in anew era of transparency 
and accountability. It’s our tax 
dollars that fund Mr Hubert's 
salary and the EDTC. They are 
paid by the citizens and it is to 


them that they should be 
accountable. As a taxpayer in 
Fort Erie, I would like to see a 
closer examination of the actual 
benefits of the hundreds of 
thousands we pay out to the 
EDTC each year For example, 
how many full-time, well pay¬ 
ing jobs have they actually cre¬ 
ated? I am talking about jobs 
that can actually support a fam¬ 
ily in these tough economic 
times. Factual data such as this 
will help assess whether our 
money is being well-spent I 
congratulate the four council¬ 
lors who have listened to the 
people who elected them and 
are doing something about the 
unacceptable arrangement that 
the town had with the EDTC.

A young woman who 
about five years ago, made 
headlines for her passion 
and belief in the Kinsmen 
Pool, delivered a speech to 
local politicians on Monday 

Her stance on the issue of 
the local aquatic facility, that 
may have to be permanently 
covered if the Town can't 
find a way to upgrade or 
rebuild it, hasn't changed 
since she first entered the 
council chambers. 

She was a founding mem¬ 
ber of the fundraising com¬ 
mittee that was struck in an 
attempt to save the pool and 
its deteriorating condition. 

Through the annual Dash 
n' Splash five-kilometre run 
and Fort Erie's biggest book 
sale, events that have bene¬ 
fited the cause, about $30,000 
has been raised. A feasibility 
study took up $10,000 of that 
amount. 

Unfortunately, the price 
tag to rebuild at the same site 
on Gilmore Road would cost 
around $2.5 million. 

To keep the pool open this 
year, the Town would have to 
budget for $180,000 to 
address safety hazards before 
anyone were to take the 
inaugural dip in 2012. 

Kompf said the fundrais¬ 
ing committee should be 
proud of its efforts to date. 

"We feel that while this 
amount falls short of the 
required funds, it's a remark¬ 
able figure to be raised dur¬ 
ing economically depressed 
times," said Kompf.

to table a resolution on what 
direction to swim in on the 
matter, which was built by 
the Kinsmen Club in 1967.

The program is meant to 
give kids an opportunity to 
volunteer, develop a sense of 
team work, pride and civic 
responsibility, says Ryan 
Timbers, a resource teacher 
at FESS. 

“The program started last 
year as a pilot project —it was 
meant to give kids something 
to do during the summer. It 
also gives die students an 
opportunity to complete their 
required volunteer hours to 
graduate and it also gives 
opportunities to kids who 
wouldn't necessarily have 
them otherwise.” 

During July and August, 
the FESS students took part 
in a mentorship program 
which saw the high school 
students take younger stu¬ 
dents from Fort Erie 
Elementary School and lead 
them in games and crafts. 

They also participated in 
activities and workshops with 
Bridges Community Health 
Centre, The Niagara Regional

The idea of die program is 


to introduce figures in the 
community to act as role 
models for students, says 
Timbers. 

Julie Mathewson, a youth 
councillor at FESS, says 
Summer Catch is the perfect 
program for students who 
aren’t interested in sports, 
but they are trying to figure 
out what they are interested 

She says the program is the 
ideal opportunity for stu¬ 
dents to figure out something 
they are interested in, wheth¬ 
er it’s volunteering, meeting 
people in the community, 
being out in the fresh air and 
learning about where they 

Mathewson says the best 
part about the program is the 
change she has seen in the 
students —many of them 
have formed bonds with each 
other and many of the stu¬ 
dents take on acdve roles vol¬ 
unteering in and outside of 
the school. 

"When it comes down to it, 
it’s the connections the kids 
have made, the friendships, 
the team building and die 
sense of ownership.” 

The Summer Catch pro¬ 


gram also focused on a com¬ 
munity project — this year 
the students renovated the 
courtyard at FESS, says Jonas 
Dickson, a summer catch 
student. 

“The courtyard was look¬ 
ing very plain and we decided 
to give it an upgrade. We did 
lots of gardening. The shed 
was a big job—we stained it 
and we’re still trying to re¬ 
shingle it" 

The students also added a 
composting station, a foun¬ 
tain, and benches for stu¬ 
dents to sit and enjoy the 
serene area. 

Dickson says he has always 
enjoyed volunteering but 
being a part of the program 
has helped teach a him a few 

“The program shaped me 
in different ways. It taught me 
to give more than 100 per 
cent and it taught me to not 
be afraid of getting down and 
dirty." 

The best part of the experi¬ 
ence for Dickson is the mem¬ 
ories he has gained while 
participating in the program. 

"You're not giving up your 
summer, you’re giving back 
your summer."

One of the key ideas from 
the workshop focuses on 
what Green calls “hidden 
class rules.” 

She says there are “differ¬ 
ent rules" for people who 
come from a background of 


poverty, middle class or 
wealth and the workshop 
aims to teach people how to 
learn about these rules to 
better understand poverty. 

Green uses the example 
of a person from poverty or 
middle class attending a 
fancy dinner... there is a 
certain etiquette that is 
expected when attending a 
fancy dinner. This means 
choosing the proper uten¬ 
sils and when to use them, 
says Green. 

"People who don’t know 
are usually sitting and wait¬ 
ing for someone else to go 
first. But, the wealthy would 
expect their guest to start 
first.”

Habitat for Humanity of 
Niagara, the Adult Literacy 
Council of Fort Erie and the 
Niagara Prosperity Initiative
